Governor Gillett yesterday 
signed 
the bill that provides for a 
single 
horticultural commissioner 
in 
each 
county. 
The law is effective immed­ 
iately. 
Orange county is one of the 
counties ihat has three commission­ 
ers. 
It is understood that under the law 
the old board is now no more. 


As a slight concession to the poli­ 
ticians, the measure was 
amended 
by providing for two deputy 
com­ 
missioners, each of whom must pass 
a technical examination and 
estab­ 
lish his fitness to perform the 
im­ 
portant duties of the office. 


On petition of twenty-five or more 
owners of orchards the Supervisors 
are required to appoint a 
commis­ 
sioner from a list of at 
least 
five 
eiigibles recommended by an exam­ 
ining board composed of the 
state 
horticultural commissioner and 
two 
other experts. 
The county commissioner will 
re­ 
ceive $6 a day for his services and 
the compensation of the deputies will 
he $6 each per day. 
Inspectors will 
be paid $3.50 a day, an increase of $1 
over the present day. 
One provision of the new law is 
that political affiliations shall not be 
considered in 
the 
appointment 
of 
commissioners. 
The 
law 
was 
de­ 
manded bv the fruit growers of the 
state, who asked unanimously for its 
enactment, as a stronger 
safeguard 
against the introduction and spread 
of insects and pests.

high. 
These tanks are filled with ex­ 
celsior and after a solution of lime 
and soda ash has been added to it, 
the water 
is filtered 
through the 
tanks, coming out practically as pure 
as rain water, so far as freedom from 
salts injurious to the engine boilers 
is concerned.
